Allowances Planned 


Congressional committees are slated 
next week to complete action on legis- 
lation to provide limited income tax re- 
lief for military personnel in combat and 
to reinaugurate some type of family al- 
lowances for all enlisted personnel with 
dependents. 

Both the income tax and family allow- 
ance measures are considered to be vital 
to Service morale by key legislators on 
Capitol Hill. 

The Senate Finance Committee, which 
is drafting a new overall emergency tax 
law, has called upon the professional 
staff experts of the Joint Senate-House 
Committee on Internal Revenue and 
Taxation to submit a draft of military 
income tax exemption legislation for con- 
sideration at a meeting next week. 

According to reports late this week, 
the professional aides were still busy at- 
tempting to solve the many complex 
problems which would result from re- 
stricting the income tax exemption only 
to persons in actual combat in Korea. 

The proposal is to restore for officers 
and enlisted in combat the $1,500 ex- 
emption which was in force for all mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces during World 
War II. 

One source said that consideration is 
being given to the possibility of includ- 
ing Japan, as well as Korea, in the area 
for which the $1,500 exemption would be 
given. 

When a reporter from THE JOURNAL 
pointed out that many of the B-29’s 
which have been bombing North Korean 
positions came from Okinawa, he was 
told that “possibly this location may also 
have to be included.” 

Obviously, numerous complications will 
result from a rigid policy of extending 
the income tax exemptions only for per- 
sons in combat. 

For example, what should be the in- 
come tax exemption for a first lieutenant 
leading a front-line combat unit who is 
wounded during the first week he is in 
Korea and then is evacuated? Should he 
be given less of an exemption than an- 
other officer whose duties confine him, 
for example, exclusively to port activity 
at Pusan, but who remains in Korea for 
an extended period of time? 

When these and other similar questions 
were put to persons working on the legis- 
lation, the answer was “that this is a 
most complex issue and will require a 
great deal of work.” 

It is a foregone conclusion that if the 
bill, as reported, is overly restrictive in 
the application of income tax benefits, op- 
position will develop on the floor of the 
Senate and House. 

Further, bills have been introduced 
which would extend the World War II 
exemption of $1,500 to all military per- 
sonnel, regardless of assignment, and it 
is known that supporters of Service-wide 
exemptions will press their point during 
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Warrant Officer Promotions 

Department of Defense officials told 
THE JOURNAL late this week that the Per- 
sonnel Policy Board has recommended 
lifting of previous ceilings on promotions 
to the top two warrant officer grades. 

This action, predicted in recent issues, 
likely will receive top-level Department 
of Defense approval and will permit the 
Services to promote personnel to W-4 and 
W-3 pay grades more on the basis of 
merit than arbitrary budget limits im- 
posed prior to outbreak of hostilities in 
Korea. 

Now that the emergency expansion pro- 
gram has resulted in requests for billions 
of dollars for defense, the budgetary ex- 
cuse for the original limitation on the 
promotions to W-4 and W-3 no longer 
exists. 

Whether the Personnel Policy Board 
has completed a detail study it has been 
making of the warrant officer structure 
of the Services was not made certain. 
However, officials did confirm the fact 
that recommendation has been made for 
an increase in the number of W-4 and 
W-3 appointments, beyond the 3 and 7 per 
cent limits, respectively, which were an- 
nounced early in June. 





THE WAR IN KOREA 











HEAVY drive of three North Korean 

divisions on the northern sector of 
the Naktong River line began last Thurs- 
day and developed into a major threat 
against the United Nations advance base 
and rail and highway center of Taegu, 15 
miles distant. 

The area under attack is defended by 
two South Korean divisions, which lost 
some ground during the first phases of 
the assault. Though outnumbered the 
defenders fought stubbornly and had the 
advantage of good positions on high 
ground. 

There were indications that the North 
Koreans may have shifted their point of 
attack northward from the Waegwan 
area, after their troop concentrations in 
that section had been subjected to a 
heavy air attack. 

From 40,000 to 60,000 Red troops, ob- 
viously massed for a major assault on 
the central sector of the Naktong River 
line, were heavily attacked from the air 
last Wednesday by 98 B-29 bombers. 
Some 880 tons of bombs were dropped 
on enemy troop concentrations in a raid 
that was in progress more than an hour, 
under the personal command of Maj. Gen. 
Emmett O’Donnell, USAF. 

Results were not immediately ascer- 
tainable, but it seemed certain that heavy 
casualties were inflicted. Preliminary 
probing by ground patrols, and a quick 
survey by observation planes indicated 
great devastation and some disorderly 
withdrawals of enemy troops from the 
area. 

The attack was the biggest air strike of 
this character in direct support of ground 
troops since the saturation bombing of 
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Prepare Promotions 
As Draft Plans Grow 


The Army, Navy, Air Force, and Ma- 
rine Corps all reported new promotion 
plans this week as Congressional testi- 
mony revealed that Selective Service will 
call 150,000 men during September, Octo- 
ber, and November. 

These draftees will be called at the 
same time that the Army is summoning 
62,000 Enlisted Reserves and 8000 Reserve 
officers and the Air Force, 42,000 Airman 
Reserves and 8000 Reserve officers to iac- 
tive duty this Fall. 

Similarly, the Navy and Marine Corps 
will be increased by many thousands in 
the next three months as the emergency 
expansion program goes into high gear. 

Following similar announcements by 
the Army and Air Force, the Navy said 
this week it would call Reserve officers 
and enlisted men to active duty with or 
without their consent. The Navy did not 
say how many Reservists would be re- 
called. 

Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson this 
week asked for passage of Universal Mili- 
tary Training, but indicated that, if en- 
acted, its implementation probably would 
be delayed because of the present emer- 
gency. 

And on Capitol Hill, the Senate and 
House continued to move rapidly on all 
defense matters, highlighted by legisla- 
tive action to halt one-year enlistments 
of 18-year-olds and to alleviate financial 
plight of dependents of enlisted personnel 
through authorization of new family al- 
lowance benefits. 

Additionally, a Senate committee advo- 
cated the World War II $1500 tax exemp- 
tion for military personnel in combat in 
Korea. Other bills have been introduced 
proposing Service-wide income tax ex- 
emptions without regard to the “combat 
in Korea” clause. 

With the Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marine Corps buildup now approaching 
the apex of actual implementation, there 
were these developments at the Pentagon 
concerning Service promotion plans. 

Army—First temporary promotions re- 
sulting from the expansion program are 
slated for announcement in a matter of 
weeks, possibly during the early part of 
September. The temporary promotions 
are to be extended also to members of the 
WAC, Army Nurse Corps and Women’s 
Medical Specialist Corps. Army women 
officers were not mentioned in the initial 
temporary promotion announcement. 

A report in last week’s issue of THE 
JOURNAL that temporary promotion of 
second lieutenants to the rank of first 
lieutenant would be authorized after 18 
months, instead of three years’ service, 
was confirmed. Effective date of this pro- 
motion speedup was set at 4 Aug.

The War in Korea 
(Continued from First Page) 
enemy positions by B-17’s in Normandy 
preceding the decisive St. Lo offensive of 
American troops in July 1944. It was by 
far the most spectacular air effort of the 

present conflict. 

For more than a week North Koreans 
had been massing troops near the west 
bank of the Naktong River in the vicinity 
of Waegwan, only 13 miles northwest of 
the important American advance base at 
Taegu. Each night small bodies of enemy 
troops crossed the shallow river on clev- 
erly constructed bridges, slightly sub- 
merged below the surface of the water to 
prevent aerial observation. While the 1st 
Cavalry Division and other United Na- 
tions troops in the area were able to con- 
tain the bridgeheads it was clear that the 
enemy was building up strength for a big 
push to capture Taegu. 

It was believed that the initiation of 
the drive was imminent when the Ameri- 
can bombers struck last Wednesday. Fly- 
ing at altitudes of from 5,000 to 10,000 
feet, 10 squadrons of B-29’s, from Japan 
and Okinawa, dropped their 500-pound 
general purpose bombs by visual sighting. 
Each plane was assigned a small area, 
within which it dropped a bomb every 150 
feet, with a fuse so adjusted as to cause 
an explosion a few feet above ground. The 
bombers completely saturated an enemy- 
held area of 28 square miles. 

Elsewhere on the Naktong River front 
the enemy succeeded in getting several 
thousand men across the sluggish stream 
at various points, probing American posi- 
tions, with a view to developing possible 
weak spots against which a drive might 
be made. Near Waegwan, where the 
heavy air attack occurred, the enemy had 
previously driven a small wedge between 
the American Ist Cavalry and 24th Divi- 
sions. This was a critical point, as the 
heavy enemy troop concentration in the 
area indicated that a penetration of 
American positions would be promptly ex- 
ploited. However, the Red advance was 
halted by American troops. 

Five American soldiers who escaped 
after having been captured by the Reds 
reported that 32 American prisoners of 
war had been ruthlessly murdered by 
Communist troops. Subsequently survi- 
vors recognized among prisoners taken by 
the Americans one of the North Koreans 
who had participated in the massacre of 
war prisoners. He was sent to Eighth 
Army headquarters for trial as a war 
criminal. 

Three under-strength regiments of the 
North Korean 4th Division crossed the 
river near Changnwong. This enemy pock- 
et was vigorously attacked by the Ameri- 
can 24th Division reinforced by Marines 
withdrawn from the south. The Ameri- 
can troops made slow but steady progress 
in reducing the pocket. 

In the southern sector elements of the 
25th Division, the 5th Regimental Combat 
Team, and a brigade of the lst Marine 
Division, comprising Task Force Kean, 
converged on the heights east of Chinju, 
attaining the objectives of their local 
offensive. In their advance they by-passed 
a number of relatively small pockets of 
enemy troops, which are now being 
mopped up by reserve forces which have 
just arrived from the United States. 

In the operation American troops effec- 
tively countered an enemy thrust, in- 
flicted heavy casualties on the Reds, and 
captured a large amount of military 
equipment. It removed, at least for the 
present, a serious theat to Pusan, the 
main port of debarkation in Korea. 

In the northwest, on the other end of 
the 140-mile meandering defense line a 
week-long battle was fought for the sec- 
ondary port of Pohang and the nearby 
American fighter airfield. Two North Ko- 





rean regiments slipped through the 
coastal mountains and advanced against 
light opposition to within artillery range 
of the airfield. At the same time a Red 
battalion, augmented by guerrillas, 
stormed into and seized the lightly held 
port of Pohang. 

Because of harrassing artillery fire it 
was decided to discontinue air operations 
from the Pohang airstrip. At a result, 
fighter planes previously based at the 
field were transferred to other locations 
in Korea and Japan. However, the Po- 
hang airfield is still held by United Na- 
tions troops which have been reinforced. 

The Pohang operation is considered by 
Americans as largely diversionary, 
launched for the purpose of drawing 
American reserves from the main battle 
area on the Naktong River. While some 
American armor was sent to the Pohang 
sector, United Nations operations in this 
area are being carried on to a consider- 
able extent by South Korean troops. 

The South Korean 3d Division, south 
of Yongdok, cut off by Red troops ad- 
vancing south along the coast and by 
others occupying Pohang farther south, 
was successfully evacuated by sea, in an 
operation covered by Navy planes and 
gun fire from warships. This division had 
been almost continuously engaged since 
the opening of hostilities and in its posi- 
tion north of Pohang was squeezed be- 
tween two enemy forces. 

The Capital Division of South Korea 
was taken out of line in the northern sec- 
tor and diverted to the Pohang area to 
contain the Red troops. This movement, 
together with pressure on the Naktong 
River positions to the south and west, 
necessitated a rectification of the line 
held by the South Koreans along the 
northern reaches of the Naktong. 

South Korean divisions in this sector 
successfully executed a planned with- 
drawal for a distance of 10 to 12 miles to 
a ridge line. The withdrawal provided 
more easily defended positions, shortened 
lines of communication and lessened the 
chance of being cut off in the event of an 
enemy penetration of the positions fur- 
ther south. 

While the entire front was active dur- 
ing the week there were no major 
changes in the positions of the opposing 
armies. The Naktong River line has been 
held by United Nations forces for more 
than two weeks. The Reds have fre- 
quently crossed the river, but their 
bridgeheads have been largely reduced or 
contained, in a series of see-saw engage- 
ments, with heavy casualties on both 
sides. 

Twelve enemy divisions have been iden- 
tified in line around the 140-mile perime- 
ter of the Korean beachhead and there 
were indications that there may be three 
others immediately available. If these di- 
visions are at full strength they would 
contain about 150,000 men. With at least 
50,000 in non-divisional and labor units an 
aggregate strength of 200,000 would be 
indicated. 

However, the North Koreans continue 
to suffer enormous casualties, and it is 
believed that most divisions are well 
under normal strength. Furthermore, the 


-best-trained enemy divisions have been 1n 


action since the start of hostilities and 
some of them are believed to have lost 50 
per cent of their best soldiers. Replace- 
ments have had little training and their 
absorption has lowered the efficiency of 
the combat units. Maj. Gen. John H. 
Church, commanding the 24th Division, 
said that enemy troops now being en- 
countered are definitely inferior to those 
which the division faced a month ago. 
The growing manpower shortage con- 
fronting the North Koreans is evident in 
a report, not as yet wholly confirmed, 
that all men and women between the 
ages of 18 and 40 in enemy-occupied ter- 











ritory in Korea have been conscripted for 
military or labor duties. 

North Koreans continue to show great 
ingenuity in supplying their troops. De- 
spite constant hammering on rail and 
highway lines of communication by 
United Nations air squadrons, ammuni- 
tion, gasoline and other vital supplies are 
still getting through to the front. 

However, in recent fighting there has 
been an apparent dearth of enemy tanks. 
Air attacks ard ground fire have evi- 
dently knocked out tanks faster than 
they can be replaced. 

In a meeting of the Security Council of 
the United Nations Jacob Malik, the So- 
viet delegate stated that Russia had not 
supplied North Korea with any military 
equipment since 1948. However, American 
Army units in Korea have captured mor- 
tar shells bearing markings showing that 
the ammunition was made in Russia in 
1950. Russian-made trucks and jeeps have 
been captured which show speedometer 
readings of from 50 to 200 miles, indicat- 
ing that they were only recently acquired 
from Russia by North Korea. Further- 
more, North Korean officials this week 
published an appreciation of the assist- 
ance in arms and military equipment re- 
ceived from Russia. 

During the week the Navy and Air 
Force hit hard at military installations 
and transportation facilities deep in 
North Korea, not far from the Soviet 
border. American B-29 medium bombers 
struck the port city and rail center of 
Najin, only 17 miles from Russian terri- 
tory, and 110 miles southwest of Vladivos- 
tok. Najin is one of the best ports on the 
east coast. The target was obscured by 
a heavy overcast and bombing was done 
by radar sighting. Results have not been 
determined. 

An American heavy cruiser went far 
north to shell railway marshalling yards, 
factories and bridges along the east coast 
of Korea, above the 41st parallel of lati- 
tude, about 100 miles south of the Soviet 
frontier. 

A Naval shore party landed on the east 
coast of North Korea, within 40 miles of 
Russian territory, and with a ton of TNT 
blew up a railway tunnel near Chongjin, 
on the main line to Vladivostok. This was 
the second successful Naval operation of 
this character during the Korean cam- 
paign. 

British Navy carrier-based planes at- 
tacked and damaged three enemy ships 
at the port of Chinnampo, on the west 
coast of North Korea. The vessels were 
a 2,000-ton freighter, an 800-ton freighter, 
and a minesweeper. 

U. S. Navy carrier-based planes last 
Wednesday raked the eastern half of 
Korea between the 36th and 38th parallels 
of latitude, knocking out power and 
transformer stations, bridges and other 
transportation facilities and attacking 
bivouac areas and troop concentrations. 

Heavily armed Skyraiders, Corsairs and 
jet Panthers participated, destroying 1 
power station, and 3 transformer sta- 
tions, and damaging several others. Three 
bridges were knocked out and four 
others damaged. Eight troop concentra- 
tions and bivouac areas were destroyed 
and 15 damaged. A total of 34 trucks 
were destroyed and 26 damaged. 

Four trains in tunnels were attacked 
with rockets. The marshalling yards at 
Samchock were heavily hit. A hydro- 
electric plant at Tangyang and large fires 
were started in coal yards at that point. 
One locomotive and 4 boxcars were de- 
stroyed and another locomotive and 20 
boxcars damaged. Three supply dumps 
and 3 military warehouses were heavily 
hit. One field piece, 1 tank and 2 am- 
munition carriers were destroyed and 
five pieces of artillery damaged. A fuel 
dump was blown up. 





Taxes and Allowances 
(Continued from First Page) 
floor debate. 

Legislation approved by Congressional 
committees would provide Federal pay. 
ments ranging from $45 to $85 a month 
to families of enlisted men in the lowest 
pay grades, who are not now entitled 
to allowances for dependents. 

The enlisted man would be required to 
allot $40 of his monthly pay, according to 
proposals advanced in Committee hear- 
ings. 

The Senate Armed Services Committee 
and a House Armed Services subcommit- 
tee took action to provide enlisted allow- 
ances. 

Both Congressional groups said the 
Government should contribute $45 a 
month to an enlisted man in one of the 
lower grades with one dependent. For two 
dependents, the House version provides 
for the Government to pay $70, while the 
Senate bill sets $67.50 as the Federal pay- 
ment. 

For more than two dependents, the 
House bill provides $85; the Senate bill, 
$75. 

For grades above corporal in the Army 
and comparable ranks in the other Serv- 
ices, the House bill stipulates payment of 
70 from the Government for one de- 
pendent and $85 for two or more de 
pendents. However, for these higher en- 
listed grades the House version states that 
there should be no deductions. 

Under the Senate bill, corporals and 
sergeants would receive $67.50 where 
there are one or two dependents and $75 
for three and $60 would be allotted from 
the enlisted man’s pay. 

The legislation proposed by both groups 
likely will be further amended before the 
legislative processing is completed in the 
Senate and House. 





Study Beer Sales 


An extensive program to assure careful 
regulation of the dispensing of beer near 
military establishments activated by ‘he 
enlarged military program, at the same 
time assuring availability of the beverage 
to the Armed Forces, is being readied by 
the United States Brewers Foundation, 
Edward V. Lahey, president, announced 
at a meeting of Foundation leaders at the 
New York Athletic Club. 

The program, said Mr. Lahey, contem- 
plates the assignment of an enlarged staff 
of Foundation representatives in locali- 
ties where there is heavy concentration 
of training centers. These representatives 
will carry on a constant check of restal 
rants, taverns and other places where 
beer is dispensed to make sure that local 
and military regulations are observed. 

The Foundation has been officially des 


ignated by the Army as the agency to Co F 


operate with military commanders and 
disciplinary boards in the maintenance of 
proper conditions of retail beer outlets 

“Experience of the military in the last 
war shows conclusively the morale valve 
of beer to the Armed Forces,” Mr. Lahey 
declared. “The latest evidence of ths 
came from the Marines as they landed it 
Korea within the last few days. Reports 
from the Korean front state that one 
the first things the troops asked for w® 
beer. 

“The Foundation has plans under wa) 
to expand the work which it carried ® 
extensively and successfully during the 
last war in cooperation with military ° 
cials and which has been done to a less 
degree since the war. Representatives 0 
the Foundation will be assigned to cam? 
and training center localities to make 
sure that dispensers abide by militar 
regulations and local laws, and that hig 
standards of operation and sanitation 
maintained.” 
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SecDef Urges U.M.T. 


Declaring that events in Korea “have 
only served to emphasize the fact that 
yniversal training is an essential element 
of an integrated and balanced system of 
national security,” Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson this week called for adop- 
tion of U.M.T. 

In a letter to Senator Tydings (D-Md.) 
and Representative Vinson (D-Ga.), 
Chairmen of the Senate and House 
Armed Services Committees, Secretary 
Johnson said “there is no long range 
alternative to a large standing force ex- 
cept universal training.” 

He asked, however, that no U.M.T. pro- 
gram be initiated until directed by the 
President because “we are faced with the 
necessity of increasing very rapidly the 
size of the military forces on active duty, 
and we cannot divert officers and men 
of the regular services to the task of 
planning and beginning a training pro- 
gram at this time.” 

There is strong indication on Capitol 
Hill that the U.M.T. proposal will not 
meet with the stiff opposition it has en- 
countered in previous Congressional 
trials. 

With his letter, Mr. Johnson submitted 
the draft of legislation for U.M.T., which 
would: 

(A) Provide for the training of young men 
between the ages of 17 and 20, exempting 
only members of the Armed Forces past 
(honorably discharged) and present, mem- 
bers of the organized reserve components, 
students at the Military and Naval Acad- 
emies, and Senior ROTC. Certain other spe- 
cific provisions are made for exemptions, de- 
ferment and postponement of induction. 

(B) Establish three agencies: 

1, National Security Training Commission, 
which would set the policies, standards, sub- 
stance, and character of the training pro- 
gram, The Commission would consist of 
three paid members appointed by the Presi- 
dent—two members, including the chairman, 
to be civilians, and one to be from the 
armed forces. 

2. National Security Training Advisory 
Board, which would provide the Commission 
with the best technical advice on the moral, 
religious, and educational phases of the pro- 
gram. The board of 10 to 25 members would 
be composed largely of civilians, serving part 
time (with pay), but would include at least 
three members of the armed forces. It would 
have no policy-making authority. 

3. National- Security Training Corps, con- 
sisting of all young men to be trained. These 
men, legally, would have military status, but 
they would not be members of the Armed 
Forces, and would be subject to no duty 
other than training. After completing the 
training obligation, they would revert tc 
complete civilian status. 

(C) Divide the training obligation into two 
Phases, the first consisting of six continuous 
months of training; the second consisting of 
participation in one of several alternate pro- 
grams. In the first phase, the trainee would 
choose his service branch (Army, Navy, Ma- 
tine Corps, or Air Force), within the limits 
of quotas; and in the second phase could 
choose the ‘‘option’’ that he desires. These 
options would be: 

1, Additional training on active duty with 
the Corps for a period of six months; 

2. Voluntary enlistment in the Regular 
armed forces for at least the minimum en- 
listment period authorized by law or regu- 
lation at the time; 

3. Enlistment in the National Guard, Air 
National Guard, Organized Naval Reserve or 
Organized Marine Corps Reserve for such pe- 
tiod as is authorized by law or regulation; 

4. Enlistment in the Enlisted Reserve Corps 
of the Army or the enlisted reserve compo- 
nent of the Air Force and assignment to an 
organized unit for such period as authorized 
by law or regulation; 

5, Entrance into the service in either the 
Military, Naval or Coast Guard Academies; 

6. Enrollment in the Naval or Marine Corps 
ay procurement program (the Holloway

upon a college course, including ROTC,

cause of reasons beyond his control; 

11. Authorizes the Commission to set up 
such other alternative programs as they deem 
necessary for the national security. 

Transfer from one option to another would 
be authorized, with a system of training 
credits. 

(D) Provides that each trainee during the 
first phase (and if he elects to take a second 
6 months) would receive a $30 cash allowance 
monthly. If he is the chief family support, he 
would qualify for a dependency allowance 
which would be paid wholly by the Govern- 
ment. This allowance would be $50 a month 
for one dependent and $65 a month for two 
or more dependents. During initial training 
the trainee would be entitled to benefits of 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil Relief Act of 
1940 and to the death and disability benefits 
furnished civilian employees of the Govern- 
ment. 

(E) Provide that trainees (first phase and 
additional 6 months, if elected) would not be 
subject to the Articles of War (or to the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice when effec- 
tive) but to a special disciplinary Code of 
Conduct. There would be thre levels of dis- 
ciplinary punishment: 

1, Commanding officer’s punishment (com- 
pany punishment) for minor violations, with 
no restriction or confinement for more than 
1 week, and with the privilege of asking for 
trial; 

2. National security training court, consist- 
ing of officers appointed by the regimental 
commander or above, to try cases under the 
act. Punishment would not exceed 3 months 
of restriction, extra duty, or confinement, 
but might include dishonorable discharge; 

3. United States district courts and other 
civil authorities for serious crimes, specified 
misdemeanors, and unlawful acts. 





Advanced Training Centers 

The Army announced on 16 Aug. the 
opening of 11 advanced individual Re- 
placement Training Centers at 10 Army 
posts. 

Centers will be established for the fol- 
lowing Arms and Services of the Army 
at these posts, which have present total 
capacities as shown:

All these stations are now active Army 
installations, with Replacement Training 
Center activities to be superimposed on 
other activities. 

Replacement Training Centers hereto- 
fore active or scheduled to reopen in the 
near future, as previously announced, will 
provide basic individual training in com- 
mon subjects, and advanced Infantry 
training. These are Fort Dix, N. J.; Fort 
Knox, Ky.; Fort Jackson, S. C.; Fort 
Riley, Kans.; Fort Ord, Calif.; Camp 
Chaffee, Ark.; Camp Breckinridge, Ky., 
and Fort Leonard Wood, Mo. 

Establishment of the advanced train- 
ing centers will speed the specialized 
training of men to cope with the present 
emergency. 

The Army pointed out that under peace- 
time training policies, new men are 
routed through Replacement Training 
Centers and given fundamental military 
training primarily designed to make the 
transition from civilian life to basically 
qualified soldiers. Then, each soldier 
progresses to advanced individual train- 
ing, either concurrently with his unit or 
in specialized school courses. 

Found excellent under peacetime con- 
ditions, this system is less economical 
and less practicable in times of emer- 
gency. 





Will Fly to Japan 

General J. Lawton Collins, Army Chief 
of Staff, and Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, 
Chief of Naval Operations, were sched- 
uled to leave today, 19 Aug., for Tokyo to 
confer with General of the Army Douglas 
MacArthur, relatively to the progress of 
the Korean campaign.

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Naval Operations Study 


A committee representing the navies of 
the United States, the United Kingdom 
and Canada, has reported recommenda- 
tions for the standardization of naval 
operations by the three countries. 

The senior members of the committee 
were Rear Adm. R. P. Briscoe, USN; Rear 
Adm. B. B. Schofield, RN; and Rear Adm. 
F. L. Houghton, RCN. 

The report, approved for the U.S. Navy 
by Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, Chief of 
Naval Operations, calls for staff discus- 
sions to determine common objectives in 
the overall fields of naval warfare where 
standardization will be practicable and 
beneficial.

The discussions will be followed by de- 
tailed studies of individual items. These 
will be carried out by working level mem- 
bers from the Naval staffs of the three 
nations, and will aim at the gradual de- 
velopment of common designs and stand- 
ards in arms, equipment and training 
methods. 

The work of the committee has been 
a part of the over-all tripartite arrange- 
ments for collaboration in the broader 
military standardization program among 
all the Armed Forces of the three coun- 
tries. The detailed studies which will fol- 
low the staff discussions are a step toward 
fulfillment of the wider arrangements in 
general military standardization under 
the North Atlantic Treaty Military Pro- 
duction and Supply Board which call for 


.promotion of standardization in military 


equipment in the North Atlantic Area. 
These arrangements are similar to ones 
already made by the Brussels Treaty 
Powers. 

“The arrangements made wili reduce 
the operational and technical obstacles 
to cooperation among the navies and will 
achieve the greatest possible economy in 
the use of combined resources and ef- 
forts,” the Defense Department said.

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Battlefield Promotions 


The first promotion of an Army officer 
to the rank of colonel for outstanding per- 
formance of combat duties in Korea has 
been reported.

Promote Army Women 


The Army this week disclosed plans to 
give temporary promotions to the ranks 
of lieutenant colonel, major and captain 
to members of the WAC and Army Nurse 
Corps and to promote members of the 
Women’s Medical Specialist Corps to tem- 
porary ranks of major and captain. 

Speculation that temporary promotions 
would be given to women members of 
the Army was made in the 5 Aug. issue of 
THE JouRNAL, which reported plans for 
Army temporary rromotions for male 
officers. 

Selections for temporary advancements 
for WAC, ANC and WMSC officers will 
be made in accordance with AR 605-12, 
except that selections to the grades of 
major and captain will be by the fully 
qualified method instead of the best quali- 
fied. Also, recommendations for or against 
promotions will not be required from the 
field. 

As is the case with the promotions of 
male officers, the Army declined to re- 
lease specific criteria being used by the 
selection board now in session at the 
Pentagon. 


Oppose WAAC Credit 


The Department of Defense is opposed 
to legislation that would allow World 
War II service in the Women’s Army Aux- 
iliary Corps to be counted as active mili- 
tary service. 

In a communication to the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, Secretary of 
the Army Frank Pace, jr., said that “Con- 
gress has steadfastly adhered to the prin- 
ciple of not granting the same relief or 
benefits for civilian service to the Gov- 
ernment as are provided for service in the 
Armed Forces.” 

He said there are thousands of persons 
who rendered valuable and meritorious 
service to the Armed Forces in both 
World Wars in various capacities other 
than as members of the Uniformed Serv- 
ices. He noted the contributions of mer- 
chant mariners, members of the Civil Air 
Patrol, Red Cross personnel and members 
of the Women’s Auxiliary Service. 

Secretary Pace contended that because 
the WAAC was not part of the Army, but 
rather an auxiliary, such service should 
not be counted. The WAAC was in exist- 
ence about 15 months before creation of 
the Women’s Army Corps.

temporary promotion to lieutenant col. 
onel until all officers senior to him on the 
promotion list are considered. 

This procedure would possibly act to 
relieve the current lack of balance be 
tween permanent and temporary ranks, 
It is said that if this action were followed 
over an extensive period by central selec. 
tion boards that there would be fewer in. 
stances, for example, where a permanent 
first lieutenant holds temporary rank as 
a major, while permanent captains are 
serving in the grade of captain. 

The problem of the spread between per- 
manent and temporary ranks has beena 
vexing one, resulting from promotion pol- 
icies during and immediately after World 
War II. 

Criticism has been made that an officer 
who is a permanent major may have his 
efficiency report filled out by another off- 
cer who is a temporary lieutenant col- 
onel but whose permanent rank is that 
of captain. . 

In the matter of the consideration of 
Regular officers for temporary promo- 
tions, it is emphasized that the effort to 
align permanent and temporary ranks 
would be seriously hampered should au- 
thority for temporary promotions be dele- 
gated on a widespread basis to field com- 
manders. 

At the present time, temporary battle 
field promotions to the grade of lieuten- 
ant colonel, major and captain are av- 
thorized only for officers in combat in 
Korea.

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Navy Promotion Plan 


The Navy moved this week to effect 
temporary promotion of its officers. Dates 
for the next series of selection boards, 
THE JOURNAL learned, are being moved 
ahead by about three months. 

The first board to meet under the ac- 
celerated plan will be a line selection 
board to recommend officers for tempo- 
rary promotion to the grade of Rear Ad- 
miral. It will be convened 5 Sept. 

Although no firm plans have yet been 
made for the other boards, the Navy said 
that they will probably all be held some 
time this Fall. Last year, the flag board 
was held in December and the other 
boards were convened during January 
and the early Spring. 

The Marine Corps, in answer to a query, 
said that it “may ultimately go along 
with the Navy,” but that no plans have 
been approved to date. A long range plan 
to convene all Marine boards during the 
Fall months had been discussed at Ma- 
rine Headquarters during June, prior to 
the Korean crisis, but no action was 
taken at that time. 

Approximately 134 officers fall within 
the Rear Admiral promotion zone, which 
terminates with Capt. John Yancey Dan- 
nenberg, signal number 477. About 132 
officers are above the zone. Also eligible 
for selection are all line captains, except 
those serving in appointments of limited 
duration, who will have three years serv- 
ice in grade on 30 June 1951. This group 
includes all but about 200 of the line cap- 
tains now on active duty. 

Last year’s flag board picked 23 officers 
for promotion to Rear Admiral, none of 
whom were selected from within the zone 
of consideration. Five of these officers are 
Still awaiting promotion. 

In order to insure complete records be- 
fore the selection board, the Navy has 
modified the present reporting period for 
eligible captains so that it will terminate 
on 15 Aug. 1950 instead of 31 Aug. 1950. 
“Each eligible officer and reporting senior 
should insure that fitness reports reach 
the Bureau of Naval Personnel by 1 
Sept.,” the Navy said. 





Appeal for Chaplains 


The Chief of Navy Chaplains, Rear 
Adm. S. W. Salisbury, made an appeal 
this week fer Naval Reserve Chaplains 
to volunteer for immediate active duty. 
‘The Navy “urgently needs more Chap- 
lains,” he said. 

Reserves in the grade of Lieutenant 
‘Commander and below, and under fifty 
years of age, were urged to submit their 
requests for active duty to the Chief 
of Naval Personnel. Requests should con- 
tain an approval of appropriate ecclesias- 
tical authorities and should list availabil- 
ity for reporting for active duty.

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Naval Support of Korea 


The Navy has transported over 40,000 
Army, Navy and Air Force personnel to 
Korea since the outbreak of activities 
there, a high-ranking Naval officer re- 
vealed this week. 

Discussing the logistic support of 
troops, ships and planes in the war zone, 
the Navy spokesman said that more than 
half a million tops of cargo, and over two 
million barrels of petroleum products 
have also been carried to the combat area 
by Naval vessels. Some of the supplies, it 
was pointed out, are being furnished to 
ships of the British, Canadian and 
Netherlands navies, operating off Korea. 

The requirements for aviation gasoline 
have been “exceedingly high,” he said, 
but the present supply*of petroleum prod- 
ucts in the Western Pacific is “satisfac- 
tory.” i 

Transport vessels have been augmented 
“considerably” from both the Atlantic 
and Pacific Reserve (Mothball) Fleets, 
the spokesman said. The Military Sea 
Transport Service has been increased by 
reactivating 36 ships from the maritime 
fleet and adding 194 time-charted vessels. 

In addition, the spokesman pointed out, 
the Navy is now in the process of reacti- 
vating “a great many more vessels in sup- 
port of the operation.” There are several 
thousand merchant ships to draw from, 
he said. Initially, the Navy pulled Victory 
ships out of mothballs, but is now resort- 
ing to the slower Liberty vessels, since 
more are available on the West Coast. 

Transport and cargo vessels, the 
spokesman said, can be reactivated in 
about 15 days, while it takes from 40 to 
50 days to de-mothball an Essex-class 
carrier. It “takes months,” he said, to put 
the big carriers into active operating con- 
dition since they must be supplied with 
crews and air groups, who have to be 
trained aboard:the ship. 

Logistics figures indicate, the Navy offi- 
cer said, that it takes about five tons of 
materiel for every man “initially,” and 
the requirement for support thereafter is 
about one ton per man per month. 





Involuntary Recalls 


The Navy has announced that it is re- 
calling Naval Reserve officers and en- 
listed personnel involuntarily to fill the 
needs of the service. In addition, recall 
orders are being issued to Reservists who 
volunteer for active duty, consistent with 
the needs of the Navy. 

Involuntary recall orders have gone to 





officers qualified in critical General Line | 


specialties such as communications, in- 


telligence and electronics, and to officers | 


with other General Line qualifications, 


as needed. In addition, involuntary recall | 


orders have been issued to members of 
the Medical Corps Reserve, Dental Corps 
Reserve, and Nurse Corps Reserve. 
Enlisted personnel are being recalled 
for general assignment by Naval District 
Commandants under quotas established 
by the Bureau of Naval Personnel. These 
quotas are being filled from personnel 
volunteering for active duty, from invol- 
untary recall of members of the Organ- 
ized Reserve and Fleet Reserve, and, if 


personnel are not available from these | 


sources, from involuntary recall of mem- 
bers of the Volunteer Reserve.

USNA Brigade Changes 


The number of companies in the Bri- 
gade of Midshipmen at the U. S. Naval 
Academy will revert next year to 24, 
THE JOURNAL learned this week, 

Capt. R. B. Pirie, Acting Superinten- 
dent of the Academy said that the change 
was being made “because it was found 
that 24 companies could be administered 
more efficiently.” Since the ’47-’48 school 


year, the Academy has operated on a 36- 
company basis. Prior to that time, 24 


companies had been assigned. 

Captain Pirie also noted that the Bri- 
gade strength for the Academic Year 
1950-51 “will be greater than ever be- 
fore in its history.” The anticipated en- 
rollment has been set at approximately 
3,700—three hundred more than last 
years’ Brigade. 

Although the Navy had previously an- 
nounced a plan to reduce the enrollment 
at the Academy, beginning in June next 
year, it seemed likely this week that the 
plan might be discarded as a result of 
the Korean conflict. 

In a proposal submitted to Congress 
two months ago, the Chief of Naval Per- 
sonnel, Vice Adm. John W. Roper, in- 
formed Senators and Congressmen that 
Navy appropriation requests for fiscal 
1952 would be based on reduced quotas 
of “four instead of five appointees per 
member of Congress.” 

At that time, Admiral Roper said that 
overcrowded conditions at the Academy 
and the then “essential retrenchment” 
within the Navy, made the reduction the 
only “acceptable alternative.” He said 
that the plan would be continuing “unless 
changed conditions warrant a change.” 

Living quarters at the Academy have 
a designed capacity for only 2,750 Mid- 
shipmen, and the Navy has indicated that 
it would cost an estimated $28,000,000 to 
expand the facilities to the required size. 
If the plan to cut Congressional appoint- 
ments is abandoned, however, it is con- 
ceivable that appropriations will be re- 
quested for the necessary expansion.

The attack was made by troops 
of the 24th Regiment. 

Maj. Gen. Edgar Erskin Hume, Far East 
Command Surgeon, reported on 14 Aug. the 
award of 12 Purple Heart decorations, made 
to Army wounded while in flight from front 
lines to rear echelon hospitals. General Hume 
accompanied the wounded from a base in 
Southern Japan to Tokyo hospitals. The 
Purple Heart recipients were Pvt. Lee R. 
Jones, Pvt. Eugene O’Neal, Pvt. Thomas 
Farmer, Pfc John H. Shaw, Pfe Conrad L. 
Thompson, Pfc Jacob Altman, Pfc Kelbert 
Wiggins, Cpl. Steve L. Hill, Cpl. Howard 
Winbrought, Capt. Richard Alexander, 1st 
Lt. Robert Elliott and ist Lt. Paul A. 
Swanson. 

Two General Headquarters enlisted men 
received the Bronze Star Medal from Maj. 
Gen. Walter L. Weible, Commanding Gen- 
eral, Headquarters and Service Group, in a 
presentation ceremony during a _ formal 
guard mount in the Finance Building court- 
yard in Tokyo. 

The awards to Cpl. William H. Strick- 
land, and Pfe Louis K. Fuller, both of Head- 
quarters and Service Group Guard Company, 
were for meritorious service in Korea from 
27 June to 2 July. They accompanied Maj. 
Gen. John H. Church to Korea. The cita- 
tions read during the ceremony said they 
“worked under extremely difficult conditions 
without regard to their own safety, as driver 
and bodyguard for the Commanding General 
of General Headquarters Advance Com- 
mand."’ Maj. Fred O. Chriswell, 96th Ma- 
chine Records Unit, unable to attend the 
ceremony, was awarded the Bronze Star 
Medal in the same general order for out- 
standing performance of duty as machine 
records officer for USAFIK 4 to 15 July. 
The citation said Major Chriswell made nu- 
merous trips to the front lines to personally 
investigate individual casualties, and organ- 
ize and instruct personnel to establish a 
casualty reporting system that was effective 
under the most adverse conditions. 

M. Sgt. Joseph Zupan was a temporary 
nillionaire, when he took a straw-covered 
package from four Koreans whom he found 


close behind the front lines of the 25th 
Infantry Division. The package contained 
7,700,000,000 South Korean won, equal to 


about $3,500,000. At a command post, the 
currency was established to be the entire 
capital of a Korean bank. The money had 
been hidden from the Reds.

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New WAF Uniform 


The Air Force has authorized optional 
wear of a new blue uniform for its women 
personnel. No date for its issue has been 
set. 

The blue winter uniform is made of 12- 
ounce serge in Shade 84 blue, the same 
shade as worn by male personnel of the 
Air Force. 

The uniforms are identical for officers 
and enlisted personnel with the exception 
only of insignia of rank and the addition 
of the traditional stripe on the officer coat 
sleeve. 

The overcoat is of Shade 156 blue and 
is made of gabardine. 

A two-piece cotton corded summer duty 
uniform has cuffed short sleeves. In place 
of the jacket, a corded coat and white 
oxford-weave shirtwaist are authorized 
for optional wear with the same basic 
skirt. 

A short-sleeved duty shirtwaist of light 
blue oxford-weave cloth has been created 
for wear with the blue uniform. 

The dress hat for officer and enlisted 
personnel is Shade 84 blue, with rolled 
brim and detachable crown covers to har- 
monize with the uniform worn. Enlisted 
personnel will wear the identical insignia 
on the hat worn by male airmen, while 
officer insignia will be the same as pres- 
ently worn by Air Force cadets. 

A flight cape of Shade 84 blue is made 
of 12-ounce serge. 

A raincoat of blue lightweight nylon 
and viscose fabric has been adopted, with 
a detachable hood. 

Accessories authorized include a black 
purse, plain black shoes of commerical 
design, gray cotton scarf and gloves for 
wear with blue uniform and white gloves 
for summer wear. 

Specifications for the new uniform are 
being distributed by the Air Materiel 
Command, Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohio. 

Issue of the uniform will follow its test 
wear by selected groups and depletion of 
present stocks. 

The uniform was designed by the Cloth- 
ing Branch, Air Materiel Command, with 
the cooperation of leading manufac- 
turers, 
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Reeall of AF Reservists 


Instructions to Continental Air Com- 
mand, implementing and augmenting the 


delaying recall of Reservists, were made 
public by General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, 
USAF Chief of Staff, late last week. 

Based on the assumption that all Re- 
servists have an obligation to serve in 
the active establishment as required but 
that certain national, community, and 
personal interests may dictate tempo- 
rary delays in recall, the following types 
and categories of Reserve personnel were 
listed as eligible for recall delay: 

1. Individuals enrolled in educational in- 
stitutions. 

2. Those engaged in research and scientific 
activities. 

3. Students of professional graduate courses 
in dental, veterinary or medical colleges or 
performing first year of medical internship. 

4. Individuals engaged or employed in cer- 
tain critical civilian occupations or essential 
activities, identified as such by the Depart- 
ments of Labor and Commerce. 

5. Hardship and dependency cases identi- 
fied as such by existing Air Force Regula- 
tions. 

6. Key ‘‘managerial"’ personnel whose call 
to active duty would cause material loss in 
production, services, or research necessary to 
the national health, safety, or interest. 

In all instances where delay is sought 
on the basis of a critical occupation or 
participation in an essential activity, it is 
important that the individual concerned 
produce a statement from his employer 
or school office testifying as to his oc- 
cupational or scholastic status. 

Processing of members of the Air Force 
Organized Reserve, either individually or 
by unit, will be done by their parent unit 
or other offices responsible for their train- 
ing. Other Reservists called to duty will 
report to processing stations established 
at Air Force installations throughout the 
country. In either case, recall orders will 
indicate where Reservists should report. 

Recall is effected as follows: 

1. Officer or airman is recalled by one of 
the four Air Forces of Continental Air Com- 
mand. 

2. Each officer or airman is directed to re- 
port either to the Regular Establishment 
parent organization to which he belongs, or to 
a processing station. 

If he feels it essential that his call to active 
duty be temporarily delayed he will proceed 
as follows: 

1. Forward his request to the headquar- 
ters of the numbered Air Force issuing the 
recall orders, asking for delay in compliance 
with the orders. A minimum notification pe- 
riod of 10 days plus travel time is provided 
in all recall orders, but upon personal request 
this period may be extended to a maximum 
of 30 days in justifiable cases. 

2. If 30 days is deemed insufficient by the 
individual or his employer a written request 
for further delay may be forwarded to the 
appropriate numbered Air Force with docu- 
mentary evidence to support the request. 
Normal delay period will not exceed six 
months, after which time the case again will 
be reviewed. 

3. If the case is clear-cut within recall 
delay policies, the individual will be author- 
ized the delay before leaving his residence. 
If the case cannot be decided on the merits 
of correspondence alone, the individual may 
be required to appear before a deferment 
board to supply additional information upon 
which to base a decision. Such boards are 
set up at the processing stations, or will be 
sent to a unit when a unit is being activated. 

4. If the individual appeals the decision 
of either the deferment board or the num- 
bered Air Force, the case will be referred 
to the Command Appeal Board at Continental 
Air Command for final action. Reservists. 
however, must comply with recall orders if 
initial delay request is not honored, or has 
not been acted upon by the time orders are 
to be effective. 

All cases will be treated on their individual 
merits and no ‘“‘blanket’’ deferments will be 
made. 

-Requests for delay may be submitted by 
either the Reservist or his employer but no 
requests should be made prior to receipt of 
recall orders.

New AF CWO’s 


An Air Force board will be convened at 
USAF Headquarters on 21 Aug. to con- 
sider and select a “limited number” of 
eligible personnel for promotion to the 
permanent grade of Chief Warrant Offi- 
cer. 

Eligible for consideration will be those 
Warrant Officers holding permanent rank 
of Warrant Officer, Junior Grade, and 
those officers, non-regular, who have 
vested rights to appointment and reap- 
pointment as permanent Warrant Offi- 
cers, Junior Grade, who complete ten 
years of active Federal service as War- 
rant Officers or commissioned officers in 
either the Army or Air Force prior to 1 
Jan., 1951. 

Promotion to the permanent grade of 
Chief Warrant Officer is possible only 
through action of selection boards using 
the “fully qualified” method of selection. 


FEAF Bomb Report 

In the period from 13 July to 12 Aug., 
B-29 bombers of the Far East Air Forces 
dropped more than 23,000 bombs con- 
taining over 7,000 tons of explosives on 
North Korean targets, Maj. Gen. Emmet 
O’Donnell, FEAF bomber commander, 
has reported to Lt. Gen. George E. Strate- 
meyer, commanding general of all Air 
Force units in the Far East. 

It had been predicted earlier that 5,000 
tons of bombs would be dropped in the 
one-month period, but this estimate was 
exceeded by 2,000 tons. 








AF Atomic Energy Program 

The Air Force has announced in AFR 
35-74 that officers assigned to the Atomic 
Energy Program normally will serve a 
tour of four years and added that officers 
especially procured for this activity may 
be required to serve more than one tour 
in this field. 

In order to relieve the stringencies of 
atomic energy assignments, the Air Force 
said, however, that there would be peri- 
odic changes in personnel as the program 
develops and circumstances allow.

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Air Force Promotions 


The Air Force has announced that ap. 
proximately 5,000 officers are being cop- 
sidered for temporary promotions to 
captain and first lieutenant. 

Simultaneously, it was revealed that 
major commands have been given criteria 
on which to formulate plans for antici- 
pated temporary promotions to the grades 
of major, lieutenant colonel and colonel, 
However, this data is for planning pur- 
poses alone and no final plans for tempo- 
rary advencements to field grades have 
yet been formulated. 

The Air Force said that the temporary 
promotions to captain and first lieutenant 
mark the first step in adjusting the grades 
of personnel on active duty to those of 
Reserve officers being recalled. 

The following officers are eligible for 
consideration for promotion to the grade 
of Captain: 

1, All Reserve and Air National Guard ofti- 
cers serving on extended active duty as first 
lieutenants who hold a captain's grade in 
their Reserve component. 

2. All other officers serving as first lieuten- 
ants, whose date of initial appointment in 
that grade was prior to 1 March 1946, and 
who served at least 12 months on active dut) 
as a first lieutenant prior to 30 June 1947 
This eligibility criteria is designed to pro- 
vide these officers fair and equitable consid- 
eration with their contemporaries who pos- 
sess Reserve and Air National Guard appoint- 
ments in the grade of Captain. 

For promotion to the grade of first lieu- 
tenant: 

1. All Reserve or Air National Guard first 
lieutenants serving on active duty as second 
lieutenants. Major Air Force commanders 
are being delegated authority to promote 
qualified officers who meet this criteria. 

Air Force commanders must submit the 
names of all eligible officers considered for 
promotion to Captain to Headquarters, USAF 
for final approval. Promotions will be made 
from the consolidated lists by Headquarters 
USAF, in accordance with Air Force require- 
ments. 

Adjustments in field grades on a more 
selective basis are contemplated at a 
later date. 

It is recalled that all Air Force officers 
previously selected for higher temporary 
grades were promoted as of 22 July. Thus, 
there are no Air Force officers now on 
eligibility lists for higher rank. 

The likelihood is that when informa- 
tion is compiled on the exact number of 
field grade temporary promotions which 
can be made at this time, that major com- 
mands will be called upon to submit 
recommendations to USAF Headquarters. 
A central selection board probably will be 
convened at the Pentagon to go over 
these recommendations and from then to 
decide on the officers to receive tempo- 
rary advancements immediately. Possibly, 
eligibility lists also will be created for 
future temporary promotions as new 
vacancies develop, although these details

Assistant Commandant, Lt. Col. Maynard 
D. Pedersen, and other key officers, served 
under me at The Armored School, Fort 
Knox, Ky. 

The school has the mission of improv- 
ing the general education of its students 
and of increasing their reliability. Here 
the emphasis is not on the “Non-Com” 
put on the Non-Commissioned Officer. 

The staff and faculty of the Academy 
is composed of 25 officers and 50 enlisted 
men, who administer the school and act 
as instructors and assistant instructors. 
These instructors have all been carefully 
screened from Constabulary units. 

The school plant has a capacity of 320 
students, divided into two companies of 
160 each. However, in the interest of econ- 
omy, efficiency, and improved instruction, 
students enter the school in classes of 160 
each at three-week intervals. Some of the 
outstanding classrooms and facilities in 
the Army school system are to be found 
at the Academy. The plant and procedure 
have been patterned after the Armored 
School at Fort Knox. The two companies 
are formed into a student Battalion, con- 
trolled as far as possible by senior stu- 
dents, although the Battalion itself is 
commanded by the Executive Officer of 
the school. 

The course of instruction is carried on 
by three departments: Tactics, Leader- 
ship and Command, and Personnel and 
Administration. 

The Tactics Department instructs in 
map reading and aerial photography, 
weapons and technique of weapons, basic 
tactics, communications, and tactics and 
training of small units. 

The Leadership and Command Depart- 
ment is responsible for instruction in In- 
structor Training, Leadership, and Drill 
and Command. 

The Personnel and Administration De- 
partment instructs in Administration of 
Athletic Program, Administration, Ad- 
ministration of Inspection, Supply, and 
Troop Information and Education. 

It is not the intent of the Academy to 
compete with any of the existing Ground 
Forces schools by turning out specialists: 
rather, the school is general in nature 
and designed to give the Non-Commis- 
sioned officer the background needed and 
to assist him in assuming his present 
duties and responsibilities and preparing 
him for new ones. Each graduate upon 
returning to his unit is capable of in- 
structing the members of his command. 
During the course as much emphasis is 
placed on how to put the instruction 
across as on the subject being taught. 

The Academy in its nine months of 
operation has graduated nearly 2000 stu- 
dents, The six weeks’ course sets a stiff 
place for the students. To date 10 per cent 
of those entering the Academy have 
failed to graduate; 5 per cent for dis- 
ciplinary reasons and 5 per cent for aca- 
demic deficiencies. A student making fail- 
ing grades is warned by the instructors 
and, if the student desires, is given special 
assistance by the instructors during night 
study hours. 

Students failing to complete the course 
for any reason are required to appear be- 
fore a reduction board on return to their 
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| parent organization. Many 





incompetent 
Non-Commissioned officers have been 


weeded out in this manner. 


It is not all work at the Academy. Lo- 
cated within the school are the finest rec- 
reational facilities to be found in EUCOM. 
The students have at their disposal a club, 
theater, indoor rifle range, bowling alley, 
library, snack bars, and pool tables. 


The success of the Academy has ex- 
ceeded our fondest expectations. It is very 
gratifying when visiting the Units of the 
Constabulary to see and hear of the re- 
sults of the school. Company commanders 
who must do without the services of their 
key personnel while they are attending 
the course are sold on the school. The 
aim of all at the Academy is to so im- 
prove the NCO that the unit commander 
feel as though he is getting value received 
for the time his key men are away from 
their unit. So long as our output satisfies 
the Unit Commanders I feel that the 
Academy is successful. As a troop com- 
mander as well as a school commandant 
I know that the unit commander is hard 
to please in such matters.

Army Enlisted Reservists would be sum- 
moned to active duty, the Air Force re- 
ported that its “critical requirements” 
demand the recall of 8000 officers, mostly 
in the grade of captain and lieutenant, 
and 42,000 Airman Reservists. The Air 
Force said this “initial requirement” is 
to be phased into the service by early fall. 
Simultaneously, the Air Force issued an 
announcement pertaining to temporary 
delays in the recall of certain reservists 
and another disclosing a program for con- 
sideration of approximately 5000 officers 
for temporary promotions to captain and 
first lieutenant.

Joint Chaplains Board 

Read Adm. S. W. Salisbury, Nav) Chief 
of Chaplains, has taken over the Chair- 
manship of the Armed Forces Chaplains 
Board, which shifted from the Army ' 
the Navy on 10 Aug. 

The Board, set up by the Secretary of 
Defense one year ago, has the specifi¢ Tf 
sponsibility of establishing policies Pel 
taining to the procurement, st andards 
requirements, assignment and training # 
military chaplains. In addition, it supe™ 
vises the procurement of supplies, equip 
ment and facilities; and the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a close ane 
harmonious relationship with civilia! 
church organizations and the clergy. 
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Atomic Weapons 


“Atomic weapons and fissionable ma- 
terial were produced at the rate author- 
ized by the President for the calendar 
year 1950,” the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion told Congress in its semi-annual re- 
port, the full text of which has been 
made available. 

“The President,” the report stated, “ap- 
proved the plan for carrying out his 31 
January directive ‘to continue... work 
on all forms of weapons including the so- 
called hydrogen or superbomb.’ 

“Building of permanent structures for 
laboratory development work proceeded 
on schedule. Planning and construction 
was carried on for weapons tests at the 
Eniwetok Proving Ground. Studies on the 
feasibility of radiological substances as a 
method of warfare were continued.” 

The report also contained discussions 
of the AEC’s contributions to civil de- 
fense as follows: 

Contributions to Civil Defense 


“The research work that promotes the 
health physics program, and some of the 
operating experience as well, contribute to 
the Nation’s program of preparation for civil 
defense in a possible atomic war. The Com- 
mission’s activities in civil defense were de- 
seribed in the Seventh Semiannual Report to 
the Congress. Additional information was 
presented to the Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy in February and March 1950. The 
AEC’s major responsibility lies in providing 
the National Security Resources Board, and 
other appropriate agencies and the public, 
with technical data concerning the biological 
effects of radiation and the effects of the 
atomic weapons. AEC also assists in such 
matters as development and procurement of 
radiation detection instruments, the organ- 
ization of interim emergency radiation moni- 
toring teams, and the training of people who 
will instruct others on atomic energy aspects 
of civil defense work. 

Technical Information 


“Reports issued under the Commission’s 
technical information program include more 
than 400 concerning the effects of radiation 
and the treatment of harmful effects. Of spe- 
cial reports, ‘The Effects of Atomic Weapons,’ 
prepared under the direction of the Los 
Alamos Scientific Laboratory with the coop- 
eration and assistance of other groups under 
the AEC and of the Department of Defense, 
is to be issued in August of this year; a bibli- 
ography and three interim reports were pre- 
pared by the Department of Defense and the 
Commission during the last 6 months and 
transmitted to the National Security Re- 
sources Board; the report on handling of 
radioactive wastes already referred to will 
be useful, as will the declassified Handbook 
of Aerosols, issued in May 1950, which con- 
tains information needed by engineers and 
others charged with preventing atmospheric 
contamination by radioactivity (Superintend- 
ent of Documents, Washington 25, D. C., price 
60 cents). 

Instruments 

‘The plan is to build up stockpiles of in- 
struments that can be used in emergencies by 
persons who do not have expert knowledge. 

Emergency Monitoring Teams 

“Pending establishment of civil defense 
organizations with definite assigned func- 
tions for radiological defense, the Commis- 
Sion, after consultation with the Department 
of Defense, acted in 1949 to establish emer- 
gency radiation monitoring teams in about 
20 locations throughout the United States. 
Each team is to consist of about 12 men ex- 
berienced in radiation detection work at 
atomic energy installations or at AEC con- 
tracting universities and institutions. They 
will be trained and drilled so that, if needed, 
they could make use of stockpiles of radia- 
tion detection instruments, either in case 
of a major accident at an atomic energy in- 
Stallation or in case of an emergency result- 
ng from an attack with atomic weapons.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Unification of Western European armies under a single com- 
mand has been recommended by members of the European Consultative Assembly 
now meeting in Strassburg, France. Recommendations of the Assembly are ad- 
visory only, and not binding on any of the member governments. However, the pro- 
posal was so strongly supported that its careful consideration by all associated 
European non-Communist states is certain. 

In a brilliant speech at the meeting a week ago Winston Churchill, British Con- 
servative leader, urged the European countries, including Western Germany, to 
merge their defense forces under a single ministry, in order to develop over-all 
security in close co-operation with the United States and Canada. Mr. Churchill’s 
proposal, which was adopted by an overwhelming majority of the Assembly, called 
for “immediate creation of a unified European army under the authority of a 
European minister of defense, subject to proper European democratic control, and 
acting in full co-operation with the United States and Canada.” 

Subsequently Constantin Tsaldaris, former premier of Greece, asked the Assem- 
bly to designate its president, Paul-Henri Spaak, former prime minister of Belgium, 
to take preliminary steps toward negotiations for creation of the unified army pro- 
posed by the resolution. To make the proposal effective it would be necessary to 
draft a conventicn, subject to ratification by the member countries, specifying the 
powers and duties of the proposed continental defense minister. 

The method of implementing the resolution is now being considered by the 
Assembly’s sub-committee on security. One obstacle to early agreement is the pro- 
posal that West Germany contribute manpower and resources to the new united 
army. This suggestion has encountered a great deal of opposition, particularly in 
France, and also in Germany. 

The Security Council of the United Nations this week received from the delegate 
from India, Sir Benegal N. Rau, a new proposal for dealing with the Korean crisis. 
The Indian delegate suggested that all resolutions and proposals for a peaceful 
settlement of the Korean conflict be referred for consideration to a group composed 
of the six non-permanent members of the Council. This would eliminate from the 
dispute both Russia and the United States, as well as Great Britain, France and China. 

The six non-permanent members of the Council are India, Egypt, Norway, Jugo- 
slavia, Cuba and Ecuador. It is worth noting that India, Norway and Jugoslavia have 
recognized the Communist regime of China. The big western powers, United States, 
Great Britain and France, welcomed the suggestion, but reserved formal approval, 
pending receipt of more detailed information on the proposal. 

Thm deadlock in the Council continues as Jacob Malik, Russian delegate and 
president of the Council for this month, persists in refusing to rule on a point or 
order, causing a parliamentary tangle that effectively snarls all business. This im- 
passe prevents any action being taken on the American resolution condemning North 
Korea for ignoring the cease-fire order of the United Nations. Representatives of 
France and Norway this week charged that Mr. Malik had failed to discharge his 
presidential functions, and had continuously obstructed the business of the Council. 

In reply Mr. Malik protested that the Council had turned a “deaf wall of re- 
sistance” to his proposals. In an effort to end the futile debate the Indian delegate 
suggested that the problem be turned over to the small states comprising the non- 
permanent membership of the Council. He made it clear, however, that unless the 
North Koreans withdrew beyond the 38th parallel of latitude as demanded by the 
United Nations there could be no settlement. 

At the close of the week Mr. Malik had completed nearly two-thirds of his 
scheduled month’s service as president of the Council and there were indications 
that the other members would reluctantly tolerate him as presiding officer for the 
remainder of his term, during which little or nothing would be accomplished. The 
president for next month will be the British delegate, who is wholly sympathetic to 
United Nations intervention in Korea, but the Russian delegate will probably re- 
main in attendance with the threat of a veto of any constructive action taken by the 
Council. 

It was announced in Washington this week that the United States, Great Britain 
and Canada are planning to standardize naval operations, communications and equip- 
ment of the three countries. This action is in furtherance of a broad policy to promote 
military standardization in all armed forces of the three Allies. 

In continunce of recent friendly overtures to Iran the Soviet Union this week 
sent an unidentified high official to Teheran to open negotiations for a commercial 
barter deal, involving the exchange of commodities. An American source interpreted 
the move as evidence of a Russian desire to ease tension with bordering non-Com- 
munist states. It is suggested that this new Soviet policy may have resulted from 
the vigorous action of the United Nations in Korea, causing Russia to abandon for 
the present any plan to exert military pressure on Iran and other neighboring non- 
satellites. 














Big City Atomic Attack—An atomic attack against New York City could result 
in casualties in the tens of thousands, General Lucius D. Clay, USA-Ret., New York 
State Civil Defense Commissioner, has reported. In a circular to local defense direc- 
tors throughout New York State, General Clay said it is estimated that 50 per cent 
of the people in the open three-quarters of a mile from the point of atomic explosion 
will fail to survive. He said nearly everyone fully exposed to radioactive rays up to 
a distance of one-half mile would be killed. 

Generali Clay emphasized that he did not wish to create unnecessary alarm, and 
explained that the circular was designed to coordinate existing fire-fighting, police, 
medical, communications, relief and other facilities to prevent atomic disaster. The 
circular was drawn up by Col. Lawrence Wilkinson, New York State Director of 
Civil Defense, under General Clay’s supervision. It said that by proper precautionary 
action, thousands of lives could be saved in event of atomic attack. 


Signal Corps—The following assignments have been announced by the Office 
of the Chief Signal Officer: Lt. Col. Gerald P. Lerner, formerly a student at Harvard 
University, to Procurement and Distribution Division; Lt. Col. Angelo M. Ric- 
ciardelli, formerly a student at the Armed Forces Staff College, to Engineering and 
Technical Division; Lt. Col. William F. Starr, formerly a student in on-the-job train- 
ing in Fifth Army, to Procurement and Distribution Division. 





Selective Service for All—With the stepped-up expansion of the Armed Forces, 
it appeared this week that not only the Army, but also the other Services, may soon 
be required to call upon Selective Service for manpower needs. At the Pentagon, 
there are officials who maintain that Armed Forces-wide utilization of Selective 
Service procedure would provide for the maximum employment of limited human 
resources. 

In this regard, it is pointed out that during World War II, the Air Force and 
Navy, particularly for their aviation cadet programs, obtained thousands of out- 
standing young men outside of the Slective Service program. Surveys have shown 
that because of the limitation of available training facilities and instructor personnel, 
the actual military careers of many of these young men of high mental and physica] 
qualifications, were delayed for many months while they waited on standby status. 

It is stated that as a result of this action, the services of thousands of potentia] 
top-rate non-commissioned and commissioned officers urgently needed, were lost to 
the Army. The rigorous fighting in Korea, with its premium on combat leadership, 
Army Officials point out, demonstrates anew that requirements for young Army 
officers are just as high as those for officers being groomed for flight or submarine 
duties. 

Therefore, the Army feeling is that if the Air Force and Navy again are allowed 
to “skim the cream” from the top of the available manpower, that the Army will 
be handicapped, especially if thousands of young men are tabbed for flight and sub- 
marine duties, for example, and then are placed on long waiting lists. 

The argument is that if Selective Service were used more exclusively by all 
the Armed Forces to bolster military strength, that young men could then be as- 
signed to the various Services more efficiently on the basis of qualifications and 
current military needs. 

Because officials of the Department of Defense and the National Security Re- 
sources Boards recently have emphasized the necessity for maximum employment 
of scarce human resources, many believe that the advocates of the policy to restrict 
personnel procurement programs outside of Selective Service will gain new support. 


Korean Campaign Ribbon—Military officials have adopted a tentative design 
for the Korean Campaign Ribbon, issuance of which will follow promulgation by the 
President of an appropriate Executive Order. 

The design which has received initial approval would result in a ribbon whose 
basic color is described as “U.N. Blue.” The ribbon will be trimmed at either end 
with a small white stripe, with another white stripe of approximately one-eighth 
of an inch in width in the middle of the ribbon. 


Medical Officer Pay and Privileges—The Army’s announcement last week that 
it plans to call doctors and dentists to active duty involuntarily has raised two 
posers—one relating to the special $100 incentive pay and the other to the special 
privileges which have been given to medical officers. 

The legislation providing for the $100 monthly payment to medical and dental 
officers was adopted as a peacetime incentive to spur volunteers for tours of ex- 
tended active duty. It cannot be paid, the Judge Advocate General and Comptroller 
General have ruled, to officers who are called to active duty involuntarily. 

However, there is a time lapse between the date an individual or a medical unit 
is alerted for call to Federal service and the day on which he receives his orders. It 
is believed that if the officer volunteers for active duty before or during that in- 
terval—that is prior to the actual receipt of orders—he may be considered as having 
asked for active duty and thus be eligible for the $100 monthly payment. But if no 
request for active duty is submitted prior to receipt of orders, there is no authority 
for paying the $100 bonus. 

As to the special privileges relating to preferential treatment for medical officers 
in the assignment of family quarters and concurrent travel of dependents, the Army 
will probably rescind these benefits on the principle that in time of emergency all 
officers should be treated equally. The exception made for medical personnel in 
the assignment of quarters and dependent travel was made in order to obtain more 
medical and dental officers in the months before the outbreak of hostilities in Korea. 
Now that the Army is recalling officers involuntarily, it is held that a serious morale 
problem would result if one group of officers received benefits not given to other 
officers. Therefore, it may be anticipated that the Army will revoke its special rules 
for medical officers and place all officers on the same basis for assignment of quar- 
ters and travel of dependents. 


British Admiral’s View on Carriers—American naval officers who fought during 
past months for their belief in the necessity of adequate carrier strength have been 
vindicated by the action in Korea, according to Rear Adm. H. G. Thursfield of the 
British Royal Navy. In an article appearing in the current issue of The Navy, British 
naval publication, Admiral Thursfield writes that “the hard necessities of actual war- 
fare demand other aircraft besides big bombers and they have to be carried to the 
scene of action by ships. That is one of the reasons,” he says, “why aircraft carriers, 
though developed in the first place for naval operations alone, have in reality far 
wider functions.” 

Referring to the controversy in the United States concerning the role of aircraft 
carriers, Admiral Thursfield declares, “it is a striking vindication of the soundness 
of the strategic viewpoint taken up by the United States naval authorities in that 
controversy that one of the first results of an emergency which necessitated action 
by the Armed Forces should be a call for the provision, at the far side of an ocean, 
of a carrier task force.” 

Continuing, Admiral Thursfield observes: “It should be remembered that a car- 
rier task force, although wholly naval in origin and personnel, is in fact a closely 
integrated combination of sea and air forces. As such, it cannot of itself achieve the 
victory on land which, with hardly an exception has been the object of every wat 
in history. But it can pave the way for land forces to get to grips with the enemy. 
Sea power alone, whatever the instruments, sea-borne or air-borne, that exercise it, 
can get armies into touch with a distant enemy; the armies alone can put the seal 
on victories won by all arms. That is a feature of the strategic situation today which 
is quite independent of the course that events may take.” 


Quartermaster Corps—Col. Ransom G. Amlong, Chief of Cemetery Branch. 
Memorial Division, OQMG, will depart for the European Command on 25 Aug. Col. 
Oswaldo De La Rosa, presently with Staff and Faculty, The Quartermaster School, 
Fort Lee, Va., has been ordered to duty in Indo-China. Lt. Col. Robert W. May, Chief 
Stock Control Branch, Supply Division, OQMG, reported for duty to the Munitions 
Board, Office Secretary of Defense, Washington, D. C., 14 Aug. 
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Coast and Geodetic and CAA to Defense?—Reports are circulating in Washington 
that the Coast and Geodetic Survey of the Commerce Department and the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration may be transferred to the Department of Defense. It is 
stated that the latter group has suggested its own transfer, while the Navy, accord- 
ing to reports, has expressed a desire to have the Coast and Geodetic Survey under 
its direction in time of emergency. 

However, there was no official confirmation regarding the prospects of either 
organization being shifted to the Department of Defense. 


War Dogs—Shipment of a group of war dogs to Korea recalled the fact that dur- 
ing World War II, more than 10,000 K-9’s were on duty with the Armed Forces. 
When fighting began in Korea, the Army was maintaining only one platoon of war 
dogs, who were receiving training at Ft. Riley, Kans. 


Super-Duper Jet—A $100,000, full-scale, working mockup of the J-42 Turbo-Wasp 
jet engine, the last word in training devices, has been installed at the Mobile Train- 
ing Unit, Marine Corps Air Station, Cherry Point, N.C. 

On thirty-day loan from the manufacturer, the chrome-plated cutaway jet is the 
only one of its type in existence. One side of the engine is sliced away to reveal its 
working parts. 

The mock-up will be used in special training courses for qualified senior Marine 
NCO’s at the air station. The engine is capable of developing 5,000 pounds of thrust 
and is used to power the Grumman F9F Panther jet currently being flown by Marine 
Fighter Squadron 115. 


Army Finance Corps—Visitors to the Office, Chief of Finance this week included: 
Col. John H. Doherty, USA-Ret., en route to Asheville, N. C., for a vacation of two 
weeks; Lt. Col. Arthur C. Small, FC, a recent student of the Graduate School of 
Stanford University, Palo Alto, Calif., where he received the Degree of Master, Busi- 
ness Administration, proceeding to his new assignment in Europe; Lt. Col. P. S. 
Brown, FC, detailed to Student Detachment, Headquarters First Army with station 
at Harvard University where he will soon begin his graduate training; Lt. Col. Robert 
H. Tomlinson, jr., FC, assigned to Headquarters, First Army and, Maj. Ming Rose, 
FC, Headquarters, Third Army. 


Operation INFO—At Castle AFB, Calif., from whence a number of officers and 
airmen have been ordered overseas on temporary duty, Operation INFO has been 
instituted to aid dependents. Operation INFO (Insuring Necessary Family Obliga- 
tions) was established at the direction of Col. Charles W. Bicking, temporary wing 
commander at the base. Its function is to serve as a liaison for various services aimed 
at expediting all forms of aid to dependents of personnel suddenly ordered overseas. 

Comprising Operation INFO, centralized in the Personnel Affairs Section on the 
base, are the Air Force Aid Society, Legal Office, Red Cross, Chaplain’s and Finance 
Offices and the Medical Clinic. Problems involving allotments, financial, legal, mail 
delivery, medical and religious difficulties are but some of the matters handled by 
Operation INFO. In the first two weeks of its activity, Operation INFO handled more 
than 100 cases of necessity for dependents. 


Adm. Conolly Presents Pennant—At Famagusta, Cyprus, on 11 Aug., the battle 
efficiency pennant for the outstanding cruiser in the 1949-50 Atlantic Fleet com- 
petitions was presented to the USS Columbus by Admiral Richard L. Conolly, Com- 
mander in Chief of U.S. Naval Forces in the Eastern Atlantic and Mediterranean. 

Commanded by Capt. Ephraim R. McLean, the 17,500-ton Columbus serves as 
Admiral Conolly’s flagship. In congratulating Captain McLean and his ship’s com- 
pany on winning the top cruiser award, Admiral Conolly said, “I am very proud of 
my flagship.” 

The Columbus also received a congratulatory message from Rear Adm. James 
L. Holloway, Commander, Cruisers, Atlantic Fleet, which read: “In winning the 
battle efficiency award the Columbus has demonstrated determination to overcome 
many handicaps of lack of services at a distant duty station. Well done for a per- 
formance which exemplifies cruiser standards.”

Special Canadian Force—Prime Minister St. Laurent has announced that Canada 
will recruit an additional army brigade, to be known as the Canadian Army Special 
Force, to be trained and equipped specially for carrying out obligations under the 
U. N. Charter and the North Atlantic Pact. 

He said Canada is all accelerating recruiting for the Army, Navy and Air Force 
and for the Reserve forces and will speed production of the new all-weather two- 
seater jet fighter, the CF-100, known as the “Canuck.” Also capacity for production 
of the Orenda jet engine will be increased, the Prime Minister reported. 

Simultaneously, Canada is to step up its production program for naval vessels, 
armament, ammunition, radar and other types of military equipment. 

“We have in Canada,” said Prime Minister St. Laurent, “a capacity for defense pro- 
duction far greater than we need to meet our own defense requirements, heavily 
increased though these will be. We are looking forward confidently to an acceleration 
and an intensification of our joint production efforts.” 


Transportation Corps—A new unit the Transportation Research and Development 
Station organized at Fort Eustis, Va., 10 Aug. completes the reorganization of the 
former Transportation Corps Board, the engineering research and development 
agency of the Transportation Corps, U. S. Army. As reorganized, the Transportation 
Board, with headquarters at Fort Eustis, consists of Brig. Gen. Walter J. Muller, 
Eustis commander as President; Brig. Gen. Paul F. Yount, Commanding General, New 
York Port of Embarkation; Brig. Gen. Frank S. Besson, jr., Assistant Chief of Trans- 
portation for Operations, Office of the Chief of Transportation; Col. George E. 
Fingarson, Transportation Officer, Army Field Forces, Fort Monroe; and Lt. Col. R. D. 
Meyer, Commanding Officer, Transportation Research and Development Station, 
Secretary. The Transportation Board is the senior staff agency of the Chief of Trans- 
portation to approve new designs of equipment, and to coordinate the development 
of new or improved methods of handling the Army’s transportation requirements at 
home and abroad in support of the combat forces. 


The new unit, the Transportation Research and Development Station, is the 
supporting agency for the Transportation Board. With its staff of highly trained 
technical specialists, both officers and civilians, it prepares the designs and tests the 
materiel which will be supplied to accomplish the mission of the Transportation 
Corps. Now assigned to the Research and Development Station also is the former 
Service Test Detachment consisting of soldier specialists in all phases of transporta- 
tion—arctic sled train operators, railroad engineers and mechanics, crane and fork 
lift operators, river and harbor tugmen, and operators and mechanics of the giant 
over-the-road trucks being designed and tested. 

The Chief of Transportation has assigned Lt. Col. Richard D. Meyer as Com- 
manding Officer of the Research and Development Station. Colonel Meyer’s wartime 
assignments included duty as deputy director of operations, Office of the Chief of 
Transportation; and Commanding Officer, 2d Major Port, Manila, P. I. toward the 
close of World War II.

2d Lt. Howell G. Thomas, jr., USA 


The Army accorded full military honors 
14 Aug. to 2d Lt. Howell G. Thomas, jr., 
USA, first soldier from Washington, D. C. 
to be killed in Korea and first Korean 
Casualty to be buried in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. 

Services began at the Fort Myer (Va.) 
Chapel at 1:30 p.né on Monday. The body 
was then removed to the cemetery grave site, 
in the shadow of Lee Mansion, on a horse- 
drawn caisson accompanied by an honor 
guard of troops from the 3d “‘Old Guard”

the 3d Infantry participated in the graveside 
services.

Capt. Bower Reynolds Patrick, ChC, 
USN-Ret. 


Capt, Bower Reynolds Patrick, 79, ChC, 
USN-Ret., died 11 Aug., at the Portsmouth 
Naval Hospital, Va. 

Chaplain Patrick was born 28 Jan. 1871 in 
Fulton, Mo., the son of Rev. Wiley Jones 
Patrick and Mrs. Elizabeth Withers Patrick. 
He entered the Navy Chaplaincy on 3 March 
1902. During his long period of service one 
of his most unique experiences was to be 
shipwrecked on Christmas Island. The fol- 
lowing is quoted from the Chaplain Corps 
History, Vol. I, describing this experience. 

Chaplain B. R. Patrick had an unusual 
experience in the summer of 1908 when, en 
route to his new station at Tutuila, he was 
shipwrecked with his family on Christmas 
Island. In those days, the most available 
means of transportation from San Francisco 





to Samoa was on a freight steamer. On 6 
July, Chaplain Patrick with his wife, two 
young sons, and a trained nurse, had boarded 
the SS Aeon. Chaplain Patrick related the 
incident: 

“On our twelfth day out at 9:00 p.m., 
hundreds of sea birds screamed about the 
ship and at 9:30 p.m. the officer of the watch 
shouted ‘Breakers Ahead,’ and almost at once 
the ship hit the reef and was hard and fast 
aground. Christmas Island was presumably 
25 miles west of us, but, we had struck the 
reef about 3 miles inside the S. E. point of 
the island (about 90 miles north of the Equa- 
tor). The engines succeeded in keeping the 
ship bow on for awhile but by midnight the 
wind and current had forced the ship broad- 
side to the reef, the engine room was full of 
water and plate bolts were snapping. The 
ship seemed to be breaking in two just for- 
ward of the bridge. We could make out two 
lines of breakers, but could discern no land 
until dawn when the low coral sand of the 
island became visible. A line was secured 
from the ship to wreckage ashore and at 
6 a.m. our party was landed. 


‘‘Lumber from the cargo, tarpaulins and 
food were brought ashore a!l that day and by 
night we had three tents, one for our party, 
one for the ship’s officers and one for the 
Chinese crew. No potable water had ever 
been found on the island, according to the 
Sailing Directions, and the ship’s chief fresh 
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water tanks had been flooded with salt water. 
During the first 12 days ashore, we had two 
showers and saved some water. But for the 
most part we drank the water from canned 
asparagus (ten tons of it in the cargo). 
On the 12th day, the Chief Engineer finished 
a distiller on the beach and made 25 gallons 
of fresh water. 

“In the meantime the Captain of the Aeon 
put to sea in a small motor boat to get aid 
from Fanning Island, 200 miles distant. Back 
on Christmas Island, preparations were being 
hastily made for an event which would not 
wait even for a shipwreck. 

““A small cottage with beds and plumbing 
from the wreck had been built and was 
occupied by Mrs. Patrick and Mrs. Riddle 
(wife of Lt. W. K. Riddle). In this cottage, 
on 22 Sept., Jane Clark Patrick was born 
with Miss Sarah Campbell, nurse, attending. 
Just 24 hours later the SS Manuka was sight- 
ed coming to our rescue with our Captain 
Downey and party whom they had picked up 
at Fanning Island. The Manuka’s surgeon 
came ashore with Captain Downey, but there 
was nothing for him to do.”’ 

Chaplain Patrick volunteered for return 
to active duty in 1942 at the outset of World 
War II. He was recalled at the age of 71

The Right Reverend John J. Brady, 
Rear Adm., USN., Ret., died at the rectory 
of the Holy Spirit Church, the Bronx, 
N. Y., 16 Aug. 

Monsignor Brady was the first Roman 
Catholic chaplain of flag rank in the U. S. 
Navy. 

His service included both World Wars, in 
which he won the affection of troops for his 
courage and devotion, often urging them to 
forget racial and religious differences. In 
World War I, he served with the 5th Marine 
Regiment at the battles of Belleau Wood and 
Chateau Thierry, and for aiding and comfort- 
ing the wounded under fire, he was awarded 
the Navy Cross, the Croix de Guerre with 
palm and gold star and the Distinguished 
Service Cross. 

Monsignor Brady retired from the Navy in 
1934 with the rank of Captain, but in World 
War II, he accepted appointment as Vicar 
Delegate to the Army and Navy from Francis 
Cardinal Spellman. In 1946, he was made a 
Rear Admiral. 

He is survived by two brothers, James 
Brady, a retired police inspector, and Dr. 
Thomas Brady. 

A requiem mass will be offered at the Holy 
Spirit Church, of which he had been the 
pastor since 1946, Saturday, 19 Aug. 





Increased WAF Recruitment 
The Air Force this week announced 
this week the strength of the WAF’s— 
Women in the Air Force—will be in- 
creased by several thousands by 1 Jan., 
1951, to meet increased USAF needs with- 
in the continental United States. 
Authorization for the accelerated re- 
cruitment will necessitate the reduction 
of basic training courses from 11 weeks 
to six weeks, and new basic classes will be 
started twice a month instead of monthly. 
There will be no change in eligibility re- 
quirements for the new WAF’s.

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Production Record 


The Department of Commerce an- 
nounced this week that during the second 
quarter of 1950 the production of goods 
and services in the United States was at 
an annual rate of $269.9 billion, the high- 
est ever recorded. The previous record 
was $267 billion, reached in the fourth 
quarter of 1948. 

The current production rate represents 
a sharp gain from $254 billion in the 
second quarter of 1949, and from $263 bil- 
lion in the first quarter of this year. Pros- 
pects for further increases during the re- 
mainder of this year, particularly under 
the stimulus of heavy defense expendi- 
tures, are considered excellent. 

Mr. Leon Keyserling, chairman of the 
President’s Council of Economic Advisers, 
stated that the country could, and should, 
increase its annual production to $350 bil- 
lion by 1955. 

During the second quarter of this year 
personal spending for consumption rose 
$2 billion. However, the Department of 
Commerce points out that this added ex- 
penditure is largely a reflection of in- 
creased prices and does not indicate a 
marked change in the physical volume of 
goods consumed. 

Private investments increased by $5 bil- 
lion du..ng the second quarter, while 
Government expenditures for goods and 
services remained about the same as dur- 
ing the first three months of 1950. 





Industrial College 


The Industrial College of the Armed 
Forces will offer a correspondence course 
in Economic Mobilization commencing in 
September. 

The mission of the course is to prepare 
selected officers for important command, 
staff and planning assignments within 
the Defense Department through courses 
of study in all phases of the national 
economy and its relation to political, mili- 
tary and other factors. Also included in 
the course of study will be certain aspects 
of joint logistical planning, potential war- 
time governmental organizations and 
wartime controls. 

This correspondence course will be open 
to selected Regular and Reserve com- 
ponent officers, as well as 500 qualified 
civilians between the ages of 30-50. A 
quota of 500 per year has been established 
for each Service. 





XC-120 Flies 


The Fairchild XC-120, military trans- 
port with a detachable fuselage, made its 
first flight 11 Aug. from the Fairchild 
Aircraft Division airport at Hagerstown, 
Md. 

Flying with its cargo-carrying fuselage 
attached to the “mother plane,” the new 
plane was aloft forty-five minutes. At 
the controls were Richard A. Henson, 
head of the manufacturers’ flight test de- 
partment, and E. R. Gelvin, assistant chief 
test pilot. After more flights with the 
fuselage still attached, and some addi- 
tional ground taxi tests, Henson will take 
the plane up without its fuselage. 





Japanese Shipping Ruling 

The Army announced this week that 
clearance has been granted by the United 
States Government for Japanese vessels 
into United States ports. 


Cargoes carried to and from U.S. ports 
and the vessels carrying them will be 
subject to the rules and regulations nor- 
mally imposed upon such trade. 


Initially, it is anticipated that calls will 
be made by tramp vessels engaged in 
bulk cargo trade. There are no plans at 
present for regularly scheduled berth 
operations. 


Japanese vessels are already engaged 
in overseas trade with countries in the 
Far East, Middle East and South Amer- 
ica. With the large volume of cargo in- 
volved in trade with the United States, 
this development will do much toward 
assisting in the stabilization of a self- 
supporting Japanese economy. 





Urges Air Cargo Planes 


Enactment of a bill to speed develop- 
ment and construction of aircraft de- 
signed as cargo carriers was urged before 
the House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce last week by Maj. 
Gen. Hugh J. Knerr, USAF-Ret., former 
Inspector General of the Air Force. 


General Knerr recalled to the Commit- 
tee that almost three years ago he had 
stated that “the first objective should be 
to produce a dividend paying air cargo 
carrier.” He added that “it is so easy and 
simple to do that I cannot understand 
why people make such heavy weather of 
ny 

He continued: 


“The bill which I have in mind is H. R. 
448 which meets the requirements for produc- 
ing a commercial cargo plane which can 
meet military needs. It fulfills the following 
requirements without which any legislation 
will be ineffective: 


“1. It must insure immediate action to 
create a Federal authority with power to call 
on the Army, Navy, Air Force, and the avia- 
tion industry, to participate in the creation 
of prototypes. 

‘2. It must insure the creation of a code 
adequate to the requirements of air freight. 

“*3. It must provide a corporate body to re- 
ceive and disburse monies. 


“4. It must provide for the utilization of 
existing types and for new types of freight- 
carrying aircraft. 


“5. It must provide for sale or lease of air- 
craft developed by the air freight authority. 

“6. It must provide for the close coordina- 
tion of air freight and air passenger control 
Federal authorities to render the two indus- 
tries complementing and not conflicting. 

“7, It must provide for cost recovery. 

“8. It must insure the Department of Na- 
tional Defense the authority to assume con- 
trol in emergencies. 

“*9. It must prevent mothballing of aircraft 
as an unwarranted burden on the taxpayer. 

“It is essential to the national interest 
that every possible delay to the development 
of adequate airlift be eliminated now. 

“You can’t fight a rough war with silk 
stocking transportation.”’

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Army Procurement Policies 


Procedures followed by the Army Quar- 
termaster Corps in procurement of items 
to which it holds primary responsibility 
were reviewed by leading industrialists 
and businessmen at a two-day conference 
in Washington this week by Maj. Gen, 
Herman Feldman, the Quartermaster 
General. 

Purpose of the conference was to out- 
line Quartermaster Corps procurement 
policies, and to secure comment and sug- 
gestions from industry. 

Principal areas of discussion included 
modification of usual procurement pro- 
cedures under the public exigency clause

Military Contracts 


The Defense Department advised this 
week that it is unnecessary for busi- 
nessmen “to come to Washington to ob- 
tain military contracts.” 

Those seeking such contracts “or want- 
ing to participate in planning for military 
production can aid the National Defense 
effort by using field procurement and 
planning offices of the three military De- 
partments,” Hubert E. Howard, Chairman 
of the Munitions Board, said. 

Much of the information sought in 
Washington is readily available in the 
home towns of the businessmen, or in 
offices close to them, Mr. Howard pointed 
out. 

Specific information listed for the 
guidance of businessmen was as follows: 

For military contracts: Go to the Army, 
Navy or Air Force field procurement 
offices. The Munitions Board in Washing- 
ton or local Department of Commerce 
regional and district offices will provide 
lists of locations. 

For information on bids and awards: 
Go to the military field procurement offi- 
ces, or to nearest Dept. of Commerce 
field office, or one of the many Chambers 
of Commerce and other offices which are 
cooperating in making this information 
available. Department of Commerce re- 
gional and district offices will furnish 
names of the nearest information point. 

For subcontracts: Go to those who have 
been awarded prime contracts. Informa- 
tion on contract awards can be obtained 
at the Dept. of Commerce field and co 
operating offices. 

The more complex and large-volume 
contracts may be made by negotiation. 
They will be placed so far as possible 
with firms which have agreed to produc- 
tion schedules under the production allo- 
cation program. Complete information on 
this program is given in the publication, 
“Production Allocation Manual. = 
may be obtained from the Governmen 
Printing Office at 45 cents a copy:

were reported in Korean Release No. 238, 
11 Aug., to have been successful in strikes 
against North Korean forces and lines of 
communication. 

1st Lt. Wayne Upell, jr., and ist Lt. 
Franklin C. Winters, pilot and controller in 
a T-6, turned their landing lights on two 
North Korean tanks, which then were de- 
stroyed by attacking F-80’s. 

1st Lt. William G. Hudson, an F-82 Mus- 
tang fighter pilot, and his radar observer, 
2d Lt. Carl S. Fraser left fires burning after 
attacking machine gun nests and marshalling 
yards and a storage area at Yosu. Ist Lt. 
Charles B. Moran led Lieutenant Hudson 
and other F-82 pilots to additional targets 
between Hadong and Chinju. 1st Lt. Marvin 
R. Osen was radar observer for Lieutenant 
Moran. 

Capt. Howard H. Moreland said enemy 
troops were unable to take cover from the 
fighter attacks ‘‘because there are great 
numbers and not enough cover.”’ 

1st Lt. Frank C. Buzze had the unusual 
distinction of flying three missions in three 
different F-5is. On the first he returned to 
base with a hole in the bottom of his air- 
craft from ground fire. He went out again 
and came back with a hole in one of the 
wings, and landed safely even though two 
live rockets were scraping along the ground. 
The third time was a charm for him as he 
inflicted damage on troop concentrations, 
returning without being hit. 

Flying an unarmed RB-29 at night over 
Korea with two enemy fighters on your tail 
is not typical Air Weather Service duty, ac- 
cording to Capt. Victor N. Looney of a 
famed weather reconnaissance squadron. 
Captain Looney has been flying long weather 
gathering missions over the Pacific area for 
months. Then he found himself in a situa- 
tion anything but routine. With the Yaks 
after him, full power was applied to the 
giant Superfort and he was able to pull 
away from the attackers. 

Captain Looney looked back to his aerial 





weather observer, Capt. Glen A. Groves of 
Maywood, Calif., and said, ‘‘OK, now let's 
continue the weather work.’’ Captain Groves 
answered that the weather observing and 
recording had never stopped. Such an inci- 
dent is now considered part of the day's 
work as the men in the squadron work 
around the clock getting weather informa- 
tion necessary so that ground weather sta- 
tions will be able to forecast daily U. S. 
Air Force missions. Lt. Col. Robert G. David 
commands the squadron. The average flying 
time of pilots runs well over 4,000 hours. 
Their service has been performed all over 
the world while participating in almost every 
major air campaign in World War II. Maj. 
Gen, Emmett O’Donnell, jr., chose 1st Lt. 
Fred R. Spies of this squadron to fly him 
as he observed the first strike of the FEAF 
Bomber Command over Korea 13 July.
